Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  year  1962 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  Council 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
Health  Services  of  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  foi 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962  and  as  in  previous  years 
I have  included  some  details  about  the  extent  of  the  Part  III 
Services  as  used  in  the  district. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  under  review  are  quite 
good.  The  Birth  Rate  has  increased,  the  Death  Rate  remains 
constant  at  last  year’s  figure,  the  Still  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  to 
a new  record  low  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  increased 
only  a few  decimal  points. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  increased  to  18-1  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  at  which  figure  it  compares  favourably  with  that 
for  England  and  Wales  and  the  West  Riding  Administrative 
County.  This  is  the  highest  rate  we  have  had  in  Hoyland 
Nether  since  1950,  when  it  was  18-8.  The  corrected  rate  is 
17-7. 


The  Death  Rate  is  the  same  as  last  year’s  rate  and  the 
actual  number  of  deaths  is  the  same  at  188.  The  rate  of  11-9 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  compares  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales  but  is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the 
West  Riding  Administrative  County.  The  corrected  rate  is 
MT. 
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The  Still  Birth  Rate,  which  in  1961  reached  the  lowest 
figure  on  record  for  your  district,  fell  dramatically  to  a new 
record  low  at  6*9  per  1,000  Live  and  Still  Births.  This  is  about 
half  the  1961  figure  and  a third  of  that  for  the  rest  of  the 
country.  I would  like  to  think  that  the  ante-natal  services 
provided,  both  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  the  family 
doctor,  have  contributed  something  towards  this  very  satis- 
factory state.  I have  the  impression,  also,  that  the  young 
expectant  mother  realises  that  ante-natal  care  is  of  paramount 
importance  and  these  ladies  do  take  advantage  of  all  the 
facilities  provided.  There  are  ante-natal  classes  where  group 
discussions  are  conducted  by  the  midwives  and  the  Mothercraft 
classes  are  particularly  well  attended  and  are  found  to  be 
interesting  and  helpful. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  which  is  in  some  respects 
a guide  to  the  general  health  of  a district  is  slightly  higher 
than  that  for  1961.  At  20-9  per  1,000  Live  Births  it  is 
maintaining  a trend  of  increase  over  the  past  2 years  from  the 
record  low  rate  of  1960.  This  trend  is  unfortunate  and 
indicates  the  need  for  continued  effort  to  increase  our  Health 
Education  teaching.  The  rate  for  your  district  still  compares 
favourably  with  that  for  the  rest  of  the  country. 

On  reviewing  the  table  dealing  with  the  Principal  Causes 
of  Death  we  see  that  40%  of  the  total  were  due  to  Diseases 
of  the  Circulation  System  including  Coronary  Disease.  The 
next  highest  group  is  the  total  of  30  deaths  from  Cancer  in 
all  forms,  including  Leukaemia.  This  number  was  6 less  than 
in  1961.  But  of  the  total  there  were  7 deaths  from  Cancer 
of  the  Lung,  one  less  than  in  1961  ; but  still  far  too  many. 
Latest  national  figures  indicate  that  Lung  Cancer  deaths 
amount  to  about  500  a week  at  the  present  time.  In  1920 
there  were  592  deaths  assigned  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung  but 
in  1962  there  were  26,383.  One  must  admit  that  diagnostic 
methods  are  much  better  now  than  40  years  ago  and  this 
must  be  taken  into  account  when  comparing  figures  ; but  it 
cannot  be  the  only  factor  to  account  for  such  an  increase. 
Cigarette  smoking  has  increased  threefold  in  the  corresponding 
time  and  we  do  know  that  cigarette  smoking  helps  to 
cause  cancer  of  the  lung.  We  have  tried  to  discuss 
this  subject  with  groups  of  young  people  but  it  is  very  hard 
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work.  It  is  so  difficult  to  match  the  powerful  sales  talk  by 
tobacco  manufacturers  which,  I fear,  seems  to  sway  the  young 
man  and  woman  with  increasing  momentum.  Significantly 
enough  one  does  not  find  that  the  young  people  fear  Cancer  of 
the  Lung — it  does  not  seem  to  worry  them.  If  any  line  of 
attack  was  making  an  impact  it  was  the  line  that  the  cost  of 
smoking  was  hitting  some  very  hard.  Notwithstanding  this 
these  young  folk  continued  to  smoke.  What  factor  starts  them 
off  on  a smoking  habit  ? I do  think  that  example  has  a lot  to 
do  with  it.  These  young  people  see  their  parents  smoking, 
their  elder  brothers  and  sisters,  the  actors  and  actresses  on  their 
T.V.  screen,  or  cinema  screen  ; smoking  appears  to  be  the 
“done  thing”  and  can  you  wonder  the  youngsters  take  up  the 
habit!  We  must  persist  in  the  hope  that  our  constant  teaching 
will  ultimately  pay-off — but  what  an  uphill  fight  it  is! 


In  1962  there  were  4 accidental  deaths,  1 a Road 
Accident  involving  a motor  vehicle,  and  3 Home  Accident 
deaths.  Of  these  2 were  due  to  burning  accidents — a female 
aged  85  years  and  a male  aged  75  years  ; the  other,  a female 
aged  75  years,  died  following  a fall.  We  have  in  Hoyland  a 
very  keen  Home  Safety  and  Road  Safety  Committees.  I,  or 
one  of  my  staff  endeavour  to  attend  the  Home  Safety 
Committee  and  one  is  impressed  by  the  hard  work  put  into  the 
job  of  getting  over  to  the  public  this  business  of  Home  Safety. 
It  is  exciting  when  someone  puts  forward  original  ideas  and  it 
is  cheering  to  note  how  enthusiastically  the  committee  react. 
The  representatives  of  your  council  on  this  committee  are 
always  most  helpful.  But  I do  wish  there  were  more  nominees 
from  outside  organisations.  We  want  to  see  every  organisa- 
tion represented  at  these  meetings.  We  want  to  know  where 
we  can  increase  the  teaching  of  Home  Safety. 


The  Infectious  Diseases  statistics  for  the  year  are  better 
than  last  year’s  figures  except  in  the  case  of  Infections  of  the 
Gastro-intestinal  tract.  We  had  a sharp  incidence  of 
Dysentery  which  was  not  satisfactorily  explained  ; we  never 
found  the  source.  However,  Scarlet  Fever  assumed  better 
proportions  and  the  12  cases  were  mild  in  type.  Three  cases

were  admitted  to  hospital,  as  satisfactory  isolation  and  treat- 
ment at  home  could  not  be  guaranteed.  Pneumonia,  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough  all  gave  an  Attack  Rate  higher  than  that 
for  the  rest  of  the  country,  although  the  rate  for  Pneumonia 
was  less  than  that  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  provided  the 
statistics  and  comment  in  that  part  of  the  report  dealing  with 
Sanitary  Circumstances.  In  Hoyland  Nether  there  are  5,317 
dwelling  houses,  and  of  those  every  one  receives  water  from  a 
public  supply.  The  water  Undertakers  are  the  Dearne  Valley 
Water  Board,  and  the  origin  of  the  supplies  are  boreholes  and 
mines,  together  with  a small  quantity  of  upland  surface  water. 
During  the  year  78  samples  were  taken,  for  chemical,  plumbo- 
solvency  and  bacteriological  examination,  and  in  every  instance 
they  were  completely  satisfactory. 

Of  the  total  number  of  houses,  5,306  are  connected  to 
a main  sewer,  of  which  24  have  a private  drainage  arrangement. 
The  other  1 1 houses  have  an  unsatisfactory  drainage  arrange- 
ment which  calls  for  regular  supervision.  No  special  action 
was  required  during  the  year  to  deal  with  any  problem 
connected  with  drainage. 

In  concluding  this  preamble  to  my  report  I feel  I must, 
once  more,  offer  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  continued 
support  to  me  at  all  times.  To  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and 
other  council  staffs  I would  like  to  extend  thanks  for  their 
kindly  and  cheerful  co-operation.  I am  sincerely  grateful  to 
Mr.  Danks,  my  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  for 
all  the  devoted  service  to  the  Health  Department.  Not  only  in 
the  field  of  Sanitary  Science  but  in  that  wider  field  of  Environ- 
mental Health  I have  always  found  Mr.  Danks  to  be  most 
enthusiastic.  I want,  very  much,  to  acknowledge  the  tremen- 
dous help  I have  received  from  my  Deputy  Dr.  Armstrong. 
His  support,  advice  and  wise  counsel  have  been  invaluable. 

I would  like  to  introduce  a personal  note  here,  and  to 
say  how  grateful  I am  to  all  members  of  the  Council  and  all 
staff  for  their  kind  enquiries  and  encouraging  messages  received 
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when  I was  off  duty  for  four  months,  part  of  the  time  in  hospital, 
as  the  result  of  an  attack  of  Coronary  Thrombosis.  During 
that  time  the  work  was  very  heavy,  increased  out  of  all  normal 
proportions  by  the  Smallpox  scare  in  the  County.  Nevertheless 
the  efficiency  of  the  department  did  not  suffer,  and  the  high 
standard  I aim  at  was,  in  fact,  maintained  throughout  the  whole 
period.  I am  grateful  to  every  one  for  this.

Births

during  the  year.  Of  these,  138  were  male  and  149  female. 
This  is  27  more  than  the  figure  for  1961.  There  were  14 
illegitimate  births,  5 male  and  9 female. 

Still-Births 

There  were  2 still-births  during  the  year  ( 1 male  and  1 
female).  There  were  no  illegitimate  still-births. 

Deaths 

188  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  district.  This  figure 
is  the  same  as  the  figure  for  1961.

The  incidence  of  this  disease  fell  again  and  the  12  cases 
notified  was  the  lowest  number  for  22  years.  The  Attack  Rate 
was  a few  decimal  points  above  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  and  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County.  The 
first  case  occurred  in  the  third  quarter  and  in  the  fourth  quarter 
there  were  1 1 cases.  The  age  group  principally  affected  was 
the  5 — 10  group  where  there  were  10  cases.  The  remaining 
2 cases  were  in  the  under-5  age  group.  Three  of  the  cases 
were  admitted  to  hospital  for  convenience  of  nursing  and 
isolation  which  were  not  available  at  home.  The  cases  were 
of  a mild  type  and  all  recovered  completely. 


Diphtheria 

It  is  now  14  years  since  we  had  a case  of  Diphtheria 
in  Hoyland  Nether.  This  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  immunisation  scheme  and  the  fact  that  children 
are  still  being  brought  for  this  protection.  But  there  is  a fear 
that  the  immunisation  level  will  fall  if  the  public  get  lax  in  their 
demand  for  the  service.  When  and  if  that  happens  there  is 
a grave  risk  of  a return  of  this  dreadful  disease.  There  was  an 
increase  in  demand  for  immunisation  in  1961  but  that  demand 
fell  off  in  1962.  There  were  203  children  who  received  primary 
protection  compared  with  315  in  1961.  Of  these  171  were 
under  the  age  of  5 years  and  32  were  in  the  age  group  5 — 15 
years.  There  was  also  a decrease  in  the  numbers  receiving 
reinforcing  doses  of  the  antigen,  when  55  entrants  to  school 
at  5 years  of  age  were  given  their  “booster”  injection  during 
routine  school  medical  inspection.  There  were  75  so  treated 
in  the  year  1961. 

Might  I make  an  appeal  here  to  all  parents  and 
guardians  of  young  children  to  make  sure  the  children  receive 
the  protection  available  and  as  soon  as  possible.  The  exercise 
is  now  one  of  giving  the  triple  antigen — Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus.  Three  such  injections  at  monthly 
intervals  is  soon  accomplished  and  a well  worth  while  exercise 
at  that. 
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Whooping  Cough 

There  were  17  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  in  1962 
compared  with  only  4 in  1961.  The  Attack  Rate  of  1*97  per 
1,000  of  the  population  is  much  higher  than  that  for  the  rest 
of  the  country.  Each  case  notified  was  carefully  checked  but 
none  was  found  to  have  received  vaccination  at  any  time.  In 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year  4 cases  were  notified,  8 in  the 
second  and  5 in  the  third.  All  the  cases  were  under  the  age 
of  10  years.  It  is  most  important  that  all  young  children 
should  be  protected  against  this  disease  by  vaccination.  As  I 
mentioned  in  the  paragraph  dealing  with  Diphtheria,  protection 
can  be  given  to  children  against  Whooping  Cough  in  a 
combined  antigen  with  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough.  I 
think  it  is  becoming  a feature  of  the  child’s  early  care  that 
protection  should  be  given  against  this  disease  but  I would  like 
to  see  a more  determined  demand.  Last  year  we  vaccinated 
216  infants  but  in  1962  there  were  only  174  so  protected.  The 
increasing  demand  experienced  up  to  and  including  1961  has 
been  halted.  This  trend  must  be  reversed  and  we  are  trying 
in  every  way  to  do  so. 

Vaccine  is  available  at  my  office  for  use  at  Child 
Welfare  Centres  or  by  the  family  doctors.  It  can  be  obtained 
as  a single  antigen  or  in  the  combined  form. 


Measles 

We  expected  a decrease  in  the  incidence  of  Measles  in 
1962  and  this  proved  the  case.  There  were  104  cases  notified 
compared  with  347  in  1961.  The  Attack  Rate  (6*56)  was 
lower  than  that  for  the  West  Riding  County  (6-85)  but  nearly 
twice  that  for  England  and  Wales  (3-96).  The  falling  off  in 
incidence  was  noticed  towards  the  end  of  1961  and  well  into 
1962.  At  the  latter  end  of  1962  we  had  91  cases  notified 
indicating  a recurrence  of  the  incidence  rather  earlier  than  we 
had  expected.  The  type  of  illness  was  mild  and  no  serious 
complications  were  reported  to  this  department.  The  disease 
seems  to  have  attacked  all  parts  of  the  district  in  turn,  none 
being  more  affected  than  another. 
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It  may  be  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  we  will  be 
able  to  offer  a vaccine  to  protect  children  from  Measles, 
similar  to  those  used  for  Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis. 
Field  trials  are  now  being  carried  out  to  test  the  new  vaccine, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  successful.  At  present  the 
indications  are  that  it  will  be  so  and  in  consequence  we  are 
all  eagerly  awaiting  the  time  when  we  can  provide  a means  to 
reduce  the  amount  of  Measles  victims  we  seem  to  get  every 
other  2 years  or  so.  Measles  can  be  a very  dangerous  disease 
with  serious  complications  ; anything  to  prevent  this  is  welcome 
indeed. 

Dysentery 

During  the  year  we  had  a rather  sharp  outbreak  of 
Dysentery.  The  first  case  occurred  in  Hoyland  early  in  April. 
During  April  the  number  of  notifications  increased  until  it 
reached  a peak  towards  the  end  of  May.  After  that  there  was 
a gradual  slackening  off  in  notification  until  the  disease 
disappeared  early  in  August.  The  cases  were  first  reported 
from  Hoyland,  then  St.  Peter’s  Ward,  and  latterly  in  Elsecar. 
Two  cases  notified  from  Hoyland  Common  proved  negative  to 
the  disease  on  bacteriological  examination.  Of  the  total  of  151 
notifications  only  79  proved  to  be  positive  to  bacteriological 
examination.  Of  all  cases  only  one  was  ill  enough  to  require 
admission  to  hospital,  yet  it  is  surprising  to  report  that  this  case, 
after  a complete  investigation,  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  a 
“non-specific  Diarrhoea,”  and  was  not  a victim  of  Dysentery. 

Every  case  notified  to  the  office  involved  a visit  to  the 
home  by  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  Staff,  who  made 
searching  enquiries  to  try  and  trace  the  source  of  infection. 
The  whole  exercise  involved  a tremendous  amount  of  home 
visiting,  questioning,  and  “to-ing  and  fro-ing”  to  the 
Laboratory,  but  we  were  never  able  to  pin  down  the  actual 
source  of  the  infection. 

Paratyphoid 

Towards  the  end  of  June  we  had  a report  from  the 
Laboratory  that  samples  of  faeces  from  members  of  a family 
in  the  township  were  positive  to  Paratyphoid  ‘B\  The  family 
was  immediately  visited  by  one  of  my  staff,  who  obtained  a 
full  history  of  the  disease,  and  at  the  same  time  arranged  for 
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a check-up  of  all  contacts.  Apparently  they  had  been  visiting 
the  Continent,  and  although  nothing  was  finally  proved  there 
was  a suggestion  that  the  organism  might  have  been  picked 
up  there.  The  family  was  most  co-operative  and  were  only 
too  anxious  to  help  with  enquiries.  They  were  not  ill,  but 
nevertheless  readily  accepted  a suggestion  to  go  into  hospital 
to  help  clear  up  the  infection  in  the  bowel. 

All  contacts  were  examined,  close  contact  was  maintained 
with  the  hospital,  and  I am  glad  to  report  that  this  infection 
was  confined  solely  to  this  family,  and  the  matter  cleared  up 
in  the  course  of  a few  weeks.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type 
and  produced  no  ill  effects  whatever. 

Poliomyelitis 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  1962.  There  was 
one  case  in  1961  and  none  for  three  years  before  that.  In  the 
last  7 years  we  have  had  only  5 cases  notified  whereas  the  year 
1955  produced  14  cases. 

I think  it  safe  to  attribute  this  to  the  increasing  demand 
over  the  last  few  years  for  vaccination  against  the  disease.  I 
find  that  there  is  still  a marked  fear  when  this  disease  is 
mentioned  and  therefore  the  demand  for  protection  is  main- 
tained. But,  on  the  other  hand,  I think  the  demand  could  be 
more  than  it  is.  There  are  still  a few  who  hesitate,  probably 
because  there  is  an  absence  of  “polio”  and  not  much  is  ever 
heard  about  it.  But  it  is  so  essential  to  keep  up  the  immunity 
state  and  the  fieldworkers  are  doing  all  they  can  to  persuade 
the  few  hesitants  to  reach  a decision.  Now-a-days  it  is 
relatively  easy  to  give  the  vaccine.  The  oral  vaccine  (Sabin) 
is  now  available  and  is  administered  on  a lump  of  sugar 
impregnated  with  vaccine  or  in  the  case  of  the  very  young, 
by  giving  a little  similarly  treated  syrup.  I am  sure  that  now 
that  this  method  of  administration  is  available  the  demand  for 
vaccination  will  be  maintained,  if  not  increased. 

I am  appending  below  the  Divisional  Statistics  for 
vaccinations  done  in  1962.  Because  of  the  system  of  record 
keeping  it  is  not  possible  to  give  separate  figures  for  each 
County  District.

Smallpox 

The  widely  publicised  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  the 
Bradford  area  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  did  more  to 
stimulate  public  interest  in  vaccination  than  any  of  our  previous 
major  campaigns.  It  is  a matter  for  regret  that  people  should 
be  panicked  into  seeking  vaccination  at  such  times.  The 
services  are  not  geared  to  deal  with  overwhelming  demands  the

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public  may  make.  During  the  Bradford  outbreak  the  increased 
demand  for  vaccination  nearly  exhausted  the  stocks  of  lymph 
available.  In  one  period  alone  supplies  were  so  limited  that 
vaccination  had  to  be  restricted  solely  to  immediate  contacts 
and  persons  “at  risk”.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  has 
always  been  available,  free  of  charge,  at  Clinics  or  by  the 
family  doctor.  If  such  opportunities  are  not  used  it  is  inevitable 
that  at  crisis  times  near-panic  will  arise.  I advise  parents  to 
think  about  this  most  seriously. 

The  practice  recommended  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Health  Department  that  routine  Smallpox  vaccination  should 
preferably  be  done  in  the  second  year  of  life  continues.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  in  1962  the  Ministry  of  Health 
circularised  all  General  Practitioners  and  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  recommending  this  procedure  as  a national  policy.  In 
your  area  during  1962,  214  people  were  vaccinated  against 
Smallpox.  Eight  of  these  were  under  one  year,  156  between 
the  ages  of  1 and  15  years,  and  50  aged  15  years  and  over. 
In  addition  54  people  were  revaccinated. 


Tuberculosis 

There  was  a total  of  11  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  1962,  an,  increase  of  5 compared  with  1961.  Of  these, 
9 were  pulmonary  cases  and  2 non-pulmonary,  and  the  total 
included  one  case  transferred  from  outside  the  district.  In  all, 
seven  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  four  remained  at  home 
under  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  Chest  Physician.  I 
append  below  a short  statistical  table  of  the  notifications.

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No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1955,  or  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

As  is  customary  when  a case  of  Tuberculosis  is  notified, 
the  Health  Visitor  specially  provided  for  this  work  visits  the 
home  and  rounds  up  all  contacts,  encouraging  them  to  go  for  a 
routine  examination,  and  if  need  be,  X-ray.  This  Health 
Visitor  also  makes  exhaustive  enquiries  to  try  and  trace  the 
origin  of  the  infection.  It  is  very  encouraging  to  find  that 
nowadays  the  public  are  very  much  more  helpful  in  this  respect 
than  they  used  to  be.  I think  it  is  accepted  that  Tuberculosis 
is  a disease  that  can  be  cured  if  dealt  with  early,  and  everyone 
seems  to  be  quite  happy  to  enter  into  any  scheme  of  check-up 
arranged  by  the  Health  Visitor  and  the  Chest  Physician.  We 
are  grateful  for  this  co-operation. 

During  1962,  7 patients  in  your  district  received  extra 
nourishment  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  in 
the  form  of  two  pints  of  milk,  free  of  charge,  each  day.  This 
is  provided  for  patients  if  the  Chest  Physician  particularly 
recommends  it.  In  all,  3,800  pints  of  milk  were  thus  provided 
to  patients  in  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  of  the  13/14  year  old  school- 
children  with  B.C.G.  was  continued  during  the  spring. 

The  school  concerned  was  Kirk  Balk,  and  at  the  1962 
sessions  154  children  were  tested,  43  proving  to  be  positive  and 
1 1 1 negative.  The  1 1 1 who  were  negative  were  submitted  for 
vaccination.  Tested  with  those  154  were  117  children  who 
were  vaccinated  in  1961,  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  they  had 
been  converted  to  Mantoux  Positive,  i.e.  successfully  vaccinated. 
The  results  showed  that  106  were  successfully  converted,  3 
being  doubtful,  although  sufficiently  reacting  not  to  necessitate 
revaccination.  Eight  were  absent  through  illness. 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


In  November  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited 
Hoyland  for  a little  over  a week,  when  a total  of  1,244  persons 
attended  for  mass  miniature  X-ray.  The  attendances  were  not 
so  numerous  as  they  were  on  the  previous  visit,  but  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  N.C.B.  Unit  had  a short  time  previously 
paid  a visit  to  Elsecar  Colliery  to  cover  most  of  the  male  adults. 
This  would  reflect  quite  considerably  on  the  Unit’s  visit  to  our 
Welfare.  Also  there  were  no  school  parties  attending  on  this 
occasion.  There  was  a drop  in  the  overall  attendance  by 
the  general  public  of  approximately  640.  Of  these,  500  were 
males  (probably  due  to  the  N.C.B.  visit  to  the  Colliery)  and 
120  were  females.  I am  appending  below  the  brief  statistical 
details  of  the  survey.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Hospitals 

The  General  Hospitals  in  Barnsley  and  Sheffield  serve 
the  Hoyland  district,  and  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley  and 
Lodge  Moor,  Sheffield,  deal  with  Infectious  Diseases. 
Maternity  cases  are  dealt  with  at  the  Hallamshire  Maternity 
Home,  Chapeltown,  the  St.  Helen’s  Hospital,  Barnsley,  and 
occasionally  the  Princess  Royal  Maternity  Home,  Huddersfield 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  two  Public  Health  Service  Laboratories,  one  at 
Wakefield  and  one  at  the  City  General  Hospital,  Sheffield, 
carry  out  all  laboratory  work. 

Mortuary 

Accommodation  is  available  at  the  Sanitary  Depot, 
West  Street,  Hoyland,  and  serves  the  whole  area. 

Ambulance  Service 

This  section  of  the  service  continues  to  function 
admirably.  An  increase  in  the  vehicle  establishment  during 
the  year  brought  the  number  of  vehicles  up  to  eight,  two  of 
these  being  based  at  the  Fire  Station  in  Penistone.  A 24-hour 
service  is  maintained  and  the  overall  number  of  journeys  is 
increasing.  In  particular  the  volume  of  traffic  to  the  new 
Teaching  Hospital  in  Sheffield  has  reached  such  proportions 
that  the  West  Riding  have  pioneered  a new  scheme  of 
ambulance  control.  A Depot  Officer  is  based  on  the  hospital 
premises  to  co-ordinate  the  flow  of  ambulances,  particularly 
in  relation  to  the  return  journeys.  Not  only  does  this  ensure 
a speedy  turn  round  of  vehicles  and  a consequent  saving  in 
time  and  money,  but  the  patient  also  benefits,  having  no  longer 
to  suffer  the  frustration  of  endless  hours  awaiting  transportation 
back  home. 

There  has  also  been  a noticeable  change  in  the  move- 
ment of  patients  over  the  year.  The  number  of  journeys  to 
the  Barnsley  Hospitals  has  decreased,  as  consultants  now  want 
to  see  their  patients  at  the  new  Teaching  Hospital.  This  has 
obviously  increased  the  mileage  undertaken  by  the  County 
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Council  ambulances,  and  although  there  has  been  a drop  in  the 
number  of  journeys  to  the  old  established  hospitals  this  has 
been  only  slight  as,  naturally,  orthopaedic,  maternity  and 
casualty  journeys  have  still  to  be  made. 


CLINICS 


Tuberculosis 

Tuberculosis  cases  and  their  contacts  continue  to  be 
referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  at  46,  Church  Street,  Barnsley. 
There,  full  investigations  and  X-rays  are  carried  out.  The 
Health  Visitor  who  undertakes  domiciliary  Tuberculosis  visiting 
in  the  Hoyland  area  acts  as  a liaison  officer  at  this  Clinic.

There  have  been  many  difficulties  during  the  year  to 
maintain  the  Health  Visiting  Service  in  the  Hoyland  area. 
Although  one  new  Health  Visitor  commenced  in  July,  there 
followed  soon  afterwards  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Turner. 
Later  Mrs.  Battams,  the  Assistant,  commenced  her  Health 
Visitors’  Training  at  Leeds.  Once  again  we  were  left  with 
only  one  qualified  Health  Visitor  in  the  entire  area.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  1963  the  situation  will  be  easier  when  Mrs  Battams 
returns  to  the  area  as  a qualified  Health  Visitor,  we  also  hope 
the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Allen  as  an  Assistant  to  the  Health 
Visitor  may  be  completed  early  in  1963. 


The  Health  Visitors’  duties  are  wide  and  varied  ; one 
of  the  most  important  is  the  teaching  of  the  principles  of 
healthy  living  and  all  the  aspects  of  environmental  health,  both 
in  the  homes  and  at  the  Clinics,  Her  duties  also  embrace 
visiting  all  homes  where  there  are  children  under  the  age  of 
5 years,  special  visiting  in  connection  with  liaison  between  the 
Hospital  and  the  home,  social  visiting  and,  of  course,  the 
supervision  of  the  Home  Help  Service.  She  is  also  responsible 
for  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  undertakes  full  school 
nursing  duties. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visiting 
staff  during  the  year  under  review  was  3,021. 
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MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


The  Midwifery  Service  during  1962  was  provided  by 
the  two  Midwives,  Miss  Walker  and  Mrs.  Joll.  Both  are 
mobile,  and  able  to  administer  Gas  and  Air  and  Trilene 
Analgesia.  They  work  closely  with  the  General  Practitioners 
of  the  area,  occasionally  attending  some  of  the  Practitioners’ 
Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

The  Ante-Natal  Mothercraft  Classes  continue  to  be 
held  every  Wednesday  afternoon  in  the  Miners’  Welfare. 
Here,  talks  and  demonstrations  are  given  to  expectant  mothers, 
both  those  who  are  having  the  domiciliary  service  and  those 
who  are  having  Hospital  confinement.  The  Classes  are  run 
by  Miss  Walker  and  Mrs.  Joll. 

During  1962  the  Midwives  attended  106  confinements 
(these  include  4 births  in  the  Harley  area).  Of  these  106 
confinements,  they  conducted  79  cases  in  the  capacity  of  Mid- 
wives and  27  as  Maternity  Nurses.  Of  all  the  cases  attended, 
only  3 received  the  benefits  of  Gas  and  Air  whilst  77  had 
Trilene  Analgesia,  an  increase  of  56  cases  compared  with  last 
year.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

During  1962  a total  of  19,332  Domestic  Help  hours  were 
provided  in  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District.  In  all  25 
Domestic  Helps  were  employed,  attending  129  cases.  Of  the 
total  88  were  continued  from  1961,  the  remainder  being  new 
cases.

As  in  previous  years  the  majority  of  cases  come  within 
the  “General  Cases  over  65  years”  group,  thus  providing 
facilities  to  help  the  old  people  to  remain  in  their  homes.  I 
must  emphasise  once  again  that  this  service,  however,  does  not 
and  is  not,  in  fact,  intended  to  replace  the  help  that  can  be  given 
by  the  family. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  work  for  the  prevention  of  mental  disorder,  and 
the  care  and  after-care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental 
disorder,  is  now  largely  in  operation.  The  success  of  the 
service  is  dependant  on  the  attitude  of  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendents and  staffs  of  the  hospitals,  the  Consultant  Psychiatrists 
and  General  Practitioners.  By  the  end  of  the  year  we  had 
gone  a long  way  towards  establishing  a new  pattern  and  it 
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has  been  well  received  by  all.  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District 
comes  within  the  catchment  area  of  Storthes  Hall  Hospital, 
where  accommodation  for  mentally  sick  patients  is  somewhat 
limited  at  the  moment.  However,  there  have  been  no  marked 
delays  in  getting  admission  of  the  urgent  case.  The  Medical 
Superintendent  has  re-organised  the  internal  administration  with 
helpful  results.  He  also  invited  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  a general  discussion  concerning 
internal  and  external  problems.  This  type  of  discussion  is  to 
be  a regular  feature,  and  most  helpful  it  is. 

The  good  relationship  between  hospital  and  local 
authority  staff  still  exists.  As  a result  of  this  and  the  liaison 
with  other  services,  many  discharged  persons  have  been  placed 
in  open  employment,  and  no  real  difficulties  have  been 
experienced  regarding  admission  to  Psychiatric  Hospitals. 

The  need  for  accommodation  for  the  mentally  disturbed 
aged  person  is  growing  and  is  likely  to  grow  even  further. 
With  regard  to  admission  to  hospital  for  the  subnormal  and 
severe  subnormal  the  position  could  be  better,  as  it  is  not  easy 
to  obtain  permanent  places  for  the  most  serious  cases.  Short- 
stay  care  has  proved  of  great  value  in  providing  a change  for 
the  patient  and  relief  in  the  family,  but  with  many  more  parents 
taking  advantage  of  this  service  it  is  becoming  very  difficult 
to  obtain  vacancies  for  all,  especially  during  the  summer 
months. 

After-care  for  the  mentally  ill  discharged  patient  and 
social  work  with  problem  families  suggests  that  the  role  of  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  materially  changed,  which  I am 
sure  will  be  for  the  good  of  the  service  and  the  community. 

With  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  training  at  Centres, 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been  able  to  devote  more  time 
to  the  needs  for  the  mentally  subnormal  who  are  not  suitable 
for,  or  in  need  of  such  training. 
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There  is  a very  active  Parent/Teachers’  Association  at 
the  Training  Centre  at  High  Green.  During  the  year  many 
social  functions  have  been  held,  e.g.  Beetle  Drives,  Social 
evenings,  and  last  year  there  was  a visit  to  the  Circus  at  Leeds. 
The  Association  have  given  the  Centre  a cine-camera  and 
projector,  so  they  have  now  a film  record  of  many  events. 

The  new  extensions  are  nearing  completion,  and  ideas 
will  have  to  be  formulated  as  to  how  the  extensions  can  be  put 
to  their  best  use  to  give  the  trainees  a variation  of  work. 
Included  in  the  extensions  is  a Care  Room,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  provide  a relief  for  the  parents  who  have  children  who 
are  particularly  handicapped  and  unable  to  use  the  present 
transport  facilities.  It  is  hoped  to  take  in  cot  and  sitting  cases.

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During  the  year  11  patients  (all  female)  were  admitted 
to  Storthes  Hall  Hospital  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 
There  were  3 discharges  (all  female)  and  in  two  of  these 
cases  requests  were  made  for  after-care. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Once  again  in  the  Hoyland  area  during  last  year  we 
were  considerably  handicapped  in  our  Health  Education 
because  of  the  shortage  of  Health  Visiting  staff.  The  depleted 
staff  endeavoured,  whenever  possible,  to  give  talks  in  the  Clinics 
on  some  aspect  of  Health  Education.  In  the  Ante-natal 
Classes  for  the  expectant  mothers  valuable  work  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  Midwives,  and  these  classes  have  thrived, 
having  a stimulating  effect  upon  mothers  who  attended.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  teaching  carried  out  at  these  classes  reflects 
in  the  patient’s  labour  and  delivery. 

Besides  this  routine  Health  Education  which  is  carried 
on  at  the  M.  & C.  W.  and  Ante-natal  Clinics,  Home  Safety 
was  discussed  in  groups  at  the  Clinics  and  at  School  Medical 
Inspections,  and  in  domiciliary  visiting,  particularly  amongst 
the  aged.  One  of  the  Home  Nursing  Staff  is  a member  of 
the  Home  Safety  Committee  and  she  does  quite  a lot  of  advising 
in  Home  Safety  matters  during  her  visiting  in  the  homes  in 
the  district. 

In  the  field  of  Mental  Health  there  has  been  some 
small  amount  of  Health  Education.  In  one  particular  way  an 
interest  has  been  created  in  that  parents  of  subnormal  children 
who  are  patients  at  the  Training  Centre  at  High  Green  have 
become  active  members  of  the  Parent/Teacher  group,  and  take 
a lively  interest  in  all  the  work  at  the  Centre.  Parents  meet 
from  time  to  time  at  the  Centre,  and  I have  had  the  opportunity 
on  one  or  two  occasions  of  talking  with  them,  not  only  to 
explain  the  whole  set-up  of  mental  health  as  it  affects  their  own 
family,  but  how  they  can  help  in  the  obvious  need  for  accept- 
ance back  into  society  of  the  mentally  subnormal.  A member 
of  the  Home  Nursing  staff  visited  a combined  group  of  young 
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people  at  a Youth  Centre  and  had  a talk  with  them  about 
services  available,  and  she  was  very  well  received  and  an 
interesting  discussion  followed  her  talk.  The  same  group  of 
young  people  also  met  when  one  of  the  medical  staff  visited 
and  gave  a lecture,  with  film,  on  the  question  of  smoking  and 
lung  cancer. 

It  is  a pity  that  a limitation  of  staff  at  this  time  means 
a limitation  in  the  amount  of  Health  Education  we  can  carry 
out  in  the  district.  In  1963,  however,  we  hope  to  have  the 
Health  Visiting  establishment  improved,  and  at  the  same  time 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  medical  establishment  will  be  improved 
as  well,  when  more  can  be  done  about  this  business  of  Health 
Education.  In  the  meantime  every  available  opportunity  is 
taken  by  talks,  posters,  filmstrips  and  other  visual  aids  to  get 
over  to  the  public  important  factors  concerning  their  general 
health  and  welfare. 


CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

The  Chiropody  Service  which  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  established  in  1960  continues  to  provide  a much  needed 
service  in  the  community. 

The  service  is  increasing  in  demand,  and  a total  of  168 
persons  (all  Pensioners)  received  743  treatments  by  the  direct 
service.  At  the  same  time  this  service  provided  246  domiciliary 
treatments  to  48  Pensioners  and  2 handicapped  persons.  The 
Voluntary  Association  provided  219  treatments  for  51  Pension- 
ers at  the  Chiropodist’s  Surgery,  whilst  17  patients  received 
81  treatments  in  their  own  homes.

It  will  be  seen  that  compared  with  the  previous  year 
there  has  been  a considerable  reduction  in  the  sales  of  Orange 
Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  A and  D Tablets.  This  may 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  on  the  1st  June,  1962  the  Government 
instituted  a charge  for  these  various  commodities,  the  Orange 
Juice  retailing  at  l/6d.  per  bottle,  Cod  Liver  Oil  at  l/~d.  per 
bottle  and  Vitamin  A and  D.  Tablets  at  6d.  per  packet.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES

Water  Supplies 

The  following  information  is  supplied  by  Mr.  T.  M. 
Beswick,  Engineer  and  Manager  to  the  Dearne  Valley  Water 
Board. 

The  year  commenced  with  difficulties  in  maintaining  the 
water  supply  in  the  Milton  Road  area  because  of  colliery 
subsidence  fractures  of  the  water  mains  in  Milton  Road  and 
Scholes  View.  A large  proportion  of  these  fracturers  caused 
water  to  waste  down  into  the  subsidence  cracks  and  were  not 
therefore  readily  located,  particularly  those  near  the  Furnace 
Inn  ponds.  The  fractures  were  only  remedied  by  the  relaying 
of  34  yards  of  the  main. 

The  mainscraping  of  86  yards,  in  this  instance  only 
delivered  more  water  to  waste.  In  total  17  fractures  were 
located  and  repaired  in  this  sub-area. 

In  January,  the  water  supply  to  Elsecar  Main  Colliery 
had  seriously  faulted. 

The  sections  of  the  mains  owned  by  the  National  Coal 
Board,  Earl  Fitzwilliam  (Wentworth)  Estates  Company  and  the 
Dearne  Valley  Water  Board  were  scraped  from  Cobcar  Lane 
to  and  through  the  Pit  Yard.  I understand  that,  thereafter, 
there  has  been  a fully  restored  and  ample  supply  to  the  colliery. 

From  February  to  the  end  of  July,  the  service  reservoir 
stocks  were  adequate  and  apart  from  isolated  cases  the  house 
supplies  were  also  adequate  ; although  in  June  there  was  more 
than  a 10%  increase  in  water  consumption  for  garden  watering 
purposes  etc. 
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In  August  and  September  the  underground  sources  of 
the  Board  were  falling  off  in  yield  mainly  due  to  the  slow 
recovery  from  the  1957-8-9  drought  periods  aggravated  by  the 
“dry”  Autumn  of  1961  and  comparatively  “dry”  Winter  of 
1962. 

A 50%  increase  in  the  supply  taken  from  Sheffield 
Water  Works  was  obtained  for  two  days  per  week  until 
October  16th  when  the  two  days  were  increased  gradually  to 
seven  days  per  week  with  the  help  of  a special  (emergency) 
pumping  plant,  at  Sheffield,  on  their  trunk  main  system  to 
Dearne  Valley. 

From  mid-November  to  mid-December  there  were  ten 
fractured  mains  in  the  Hoyland  area,  one  of  which 
was  the  10  inch  pumping  main  at  Platts  Common, 
upon  which  Hoyland  wholly  depends  and  when  the  reservoir 
stocks  went  less  than  one  third  full  and  therefore  there  was 
a serious  shortage  of  water  for  three  days.  The  Sheffield 
personnel  repaired  this  main  under  bad  weather  conditions  of 
drizzle  and  fog. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  year  it  was  exceptionally  difficult 
to  obtain  2",  3"  and  4"  cast  iron  pipes  for  housing  schemes 
and  the  small  deliveries  obtained  were  laid  proportionately  to 
need  in  the  whole  of  the  Board’s  area,  nevertheless,  apart  from 
about  a month’s  holdup  in  the  laying  of  a 3"  main  in  Brooke 
Street,  the  water  mains  were  laid  in  and  to  the  Hoyland  housing 
estate  schemes  before  the  houses  were  ready  for  occupation. 

There  were  no  reports  of  an  unsatisfactory  nature  sub- 
mitted by  the  public  to  the  Board  during  the  year  and  the 
routine  samples  of  91  house  taps  taken  by  the  Board  were  all 
“satisfactory”  both  chemically,  bacteriologically  and  also 
plumbo  solvency. 

All  properties  have  a water  supply  directly  piped  into 
the  houses,  etc.,  of  which  the  majority  have  hot  water  install- 
ations, baths  and  “indoor  sanitation.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 

The  following  Tables  show  the  number  and  type  of 
refuse  receptacle  in  each  ward  at  the  end  of  the  year,  together 
with  the  number  of  receptacles  emptied  and  loads  removed 
together  with  their  estimated  weight. 

Collection 

Dustbins  were  emptied  46*40  times  or  an  average  of  once 
every  eight  days  and  pails  were  emptied  weekly.  During  the 
hard  winter  the  department  co-operated  with  the  Highways 
Department  by  arranging  for  teams  of  men  and  machines  to  be 
available  for  snow  clearance  both  by  day  and  night. 

Having  regard  to  the  arctic  winter  conditions  the  men 
worked  extremely  well. 
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Absenteeism  due  to  sickness  was  again  very  high, 
although  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  four  men  had  no  time  off 
at  all,  two  men  were  off  for  one  day  only  and  one  man  was 
off  for  two  days  only.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936  SECTION  75 
PROVISION  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  DUSTBINS 


Having  undertaken  to  provide  and  maintain  dustbins 
under  the  terms  of  Section  75(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  249  dustbins  were  issued  during  the  year.  Of  this 
number  111  were  issued  to  Council  houses,  131  to  privately 
owned  properties  and  7 for  trade  refuse  purposes. 

The  total  cost  of  the  bins  amounted  to  £512  2s.  9d. 
which  includes  £54  9s.  4d.  in  purchase  tax. 

Municipal  ownership  of  dustbins  has  undoubtedly  been 
a very  popular  innovation.  The  scheme  has  been  in  operation 
for  twelve  years  and  has  worked  smoothly  and  well. 

Each  bin  is  embossed  with  the  letters  H.N.U.D.C.  and 
the  year  e.g.  1962  of  issue.

GENERAL 

Housing 

During  the  year  there  were  forty-eight  representations 
of  individually  unfit  houses  and  twenty-three  houses  actually 
demolished. 

The  February  gales  caused  extensive  damage  in  the 
area  and  a number  of  houses  were  so  badly  damaged  as  to  be 
totally  unfit  for  habitation.  The  Council  dealt  with  the  problem 
sympathetically  and  promptly.  A number  of  Council  houses 
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were  immediately  allocated  to  the  worst  cases.  The  Council  s 
housing  workmen  worked  almost  all  day-light  hours  for  months 
in  order  to  make  houses  weatherproof.  The  rest  of  the 
Council’s  workmen  also  worked  overtime  after  completing  their 
normal  jobs  so  that  the  necessary  repairs  should  be  carried  out 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Private  building  contractors  and  their  staffs  were 
similarly  employed  on  privately  owned  property. 

Work  continued  on  the  preparation  of  the  proposed 
Platts  Common  Compulsory  Purchase  Area  and  it  is  hoped 
1963  will  see  the  beginning  of  the  redevelopment  scheme. 

Building  operations  commenced  on  the  Skiers  View 
Road  site  where  both  houses  and  old  aged  persons  bungalows 
are  planned. 

Twenty-five  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise,  and 
twenty-four  houses  built  by  the  local  authority  during  the  year. 


The  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act , 1958 

During  the  year  forty-four  applications  for  advances 
under  the  terms  of  the  above  mentioned  acts  were  approved 
involving  a total  of  £23,156. 

Improvement  Grants 

Forty-two  applications  were  received  for  improvement 
grants  in  connection  with  forty-two  houses.  Forty-one  were 
approved  and  the  total  amount  of  the  grants  was  £5,1 16  15s.  Od. 

In  order  to  publicise  improvement  grants  the  owners  and 
occupiers  of  houses  in  selected  areas  were  written  to  and  the 
scheme  outlined  to  them.  Although  the  exceptionally  hard 
winter  held  a number  of  improvements  up  there  were  nearly 
twice  as  many  during  1962  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Building  Byelaws 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  were  passed  by  the 
Council  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962. 

Of  these  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  were  for  garages, 
greenhouses  and  various  outbuildings.

The  small  privately  owned  food  shop  has  during  the  last 
few  years  been  slowly  improved  and  modernised,  and  there 
are  very  few  without  refrigerations.  The  larger  branch  shop 
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af  multiple  stores  does  not,  unfortunately  keep  pace  with  their 
smaller  rivals.  The  smart  and  modern  shop  of  fifty  years 
ago  which  has  not  been  altered  to  meet  the  times  is  no  longer 
smart  or  modern  and  unfortunately  not  as  hygienic  as  it  might 

be.

Six  persons  are  licensed  to  slaughter  animals  under  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933  to  1958. 
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Milk  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  district  is  designated 
milk,  being  either  pasteurised,  tuberculin  tested,  or  sterilised 
milk. 


One  producer-retailer  with  farm  premises  outside  the 
district  delivers  tuberculin  tested  milk  bottled  at  his  own  farm. 

The  remaining  milk  supply  mainly  pasteurised  or 
tuberculin  tested  is  delivered  by  three  registered  distributors 
who  retail  bottled  milk  which  has  been  supplied  from  the  large 
dairies  operating  pasteurising  plants.  In  addition  six  shop- 
keepers were  registered  for  the  sale  of  sterilised  milk  from 
their  shop  premises. 

One  supplementary  licence  to  retail  (pasteurised)  tuber- 
culin tested  milk,  two  to  retail  pasteurised  milk  and  one  to 
retail  sterilised  milk  in  the  district  were  granted. 


Chemical  Examination  of  Milk 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  sampling  of  milk  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  is  administered  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  by  whose  Authority  I am  appointed 
Sampling  Officer. 

The  County  Council  bear  the  cost  of  the  analyses  and 
provide  any  legal  assistance  which  may  be  necessary.  Thirty- 
six  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  (details  are  given  in 
the  following  table)  all  of  which  were  formal  samples. 

In  connection  with  samples  numbered  222,  227  and  228 
the  Analyst  reported:  — 

"Although  the  non-fatty  solids  of  these  samples  are 
below  8*5  per  cent,  the  normal  freezing  point  indicates  that 
this  deficiency  is  due  to  natural  causes  and  not  to  added  water.’’

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2.  Outworkers 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  one  Burling  and 
Mending  outworker  on  the  register. 

3.  Workplaces 

There  were  eleven  inspections  made  of  workplaces 
during  the  year  and  no  conditions  were  found  which 
necessitated  formal  action. 

4.  Shops — General 

Thirty-seven  visits  were  made  during  the  year.  One 
case  was  found  where  unsatisfactory  conditions  existed  and 
this  was  dealt  with  by  informal  action. 

5.  Hairdressers  and  Barbers 

During  the  year  two  applications  were  received  from 
persons  for  the  registration  of  their  premises. 

There  is  now  a total  of  twenty-nine  premises  where  the 
business  of  hairdresser  or  barber  is  carried  on  and  is  registered 
under  the  provisions  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
(General  Powers)  Act,  1951. 

6.  Shops — Pet  Animals 

One  application  for  a licence  was  received  during  the 
year.  This  was  granted  subject  to  suitable  conditions. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  registered  with- 
in the  Urban  District. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Mr.  W.  G.  Danks  my  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
reports  : — 

“During  the  year  it  again  became  apparent  that  the 
Smoke  content  of  the  Atmosphere  depended  mainly  on  the 
Season  (the  increase  of  domestic  coal  fires  in  Winter)  but  also 
to  the  presence  of  fog  and  to  the  strength  and  direction  of  the 
Wind.  Sulphur  Dioxide  in  the  Atmosphere,  although  affected 
in  much  the  same  way  as  Smoke,  is  more  constant  throughout 
the  year  and  is  seemingly  more  affected  by  the  amount  of 
rainfall  each  month.”

The  apparatus  was  not  in  operation  during  August, 
September  and  October  due  to  a pump  failure. 

Smoke 

The  peak  monthly  average  in  March  was  due  to  the 
wind  being  light  mostly  all  month  and  prevailing  from  the 
North. 

By  contrast  the  low  readings  in  June  were  due  mainly 
to  the  season,  but  further  tc  the  strong  and  prevailing  West 
wind. 

Sulphur  Dioxide 

June  also  provided  a peak  of  sulphur  dioxide  content 
in  the  air,  since  the  rainfall  for  the  month  was  very  low  and 
most  of  this  fell  on  one  daw 

The  high  daily  reading  in  December  was  caused  by  the 
dense  fog  early  in  the  month  and  the  lack  of  rainfall  during 
the  previous  fortnight. 


SEWAGE  WORKS 


Smoke 

There  was  a fairly  uniform  seasonal  gradient  for  the 
monthly  averages,  except  for  a drop  in  February  due  to  the 
strong  wind  and  gales  which  blew  practically  all  the  month. 

Conversely  the  increase  in  October  was  due  to  the  light 
winds  all  month,  and  that  on  12  days  there  was  mist  or  fog 
overnight. 

Sulphur  Dioxide 

The  monthly  averages  were  fairly  constant  throughout 
the  year  except  for  increases  in  January  due  to  the  cold  weather, 
and  in  March  due  to  the  low  rainfall  for  the  month  and  the 
wind  being  light  ; There  was  a decrease  during  August, 
September  and  October  probably  because  of  the  late  Summer 
in  1962. 
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December  was  an  interesting  month  since  the  weather 
conditions  (wind,  rainfall,  fogs)  pointed  to  high  readings  but 
apart  from  two  high  readings  early  in  the  month  due  to  dense 
fog,  very  low  readings  were  recorded. 

This  may  be  the  indication  that  cleaner  coals  are  being 
supplied  to  consumers  ? 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


Caravan  Site
